Military Board, GRA 
lcateabeicela Beneficial To

Two Ss of wisedhias last Wednesday and 
Thursday with the Military Board gave the 
Grayling Recreation Authority helpful 
guidelines for operating Hanson Hills, ac- 
cording to GRA chairman Marty VanDe- 
Ven, 

“The meetings were just what we needed. 
No one had ever fully explained what could 
be done under our lease. Now we have a 
good idea what we can do,” said VanDeVen. 

The state owns the 360-acre Hanson Hills 
parcel and leases it to the GRA, which 
operates the park. 

“The Military Board was very co-opera- 
tive and General Mathieu helped us 
straighten communication lines between the 
GRA and the Attorney General’s office.” 

VanDeVen said the Attorney General’s of- 
fice is going to be working on defining 
recreation — one of four uses permitted at 
the site under the original stipulation of the 
land grant. Rasmus Hanson donated the 
land to the state for use only as a forest

game preserve, as a military encampment 
area, for education, and for recreation. 

‘How do you define recreation?” asked 
VanDeVen. ‘‘It’s a very open term, You 
could drive a truck through it. The Attorney 
General’s office is going to be working on 
more guidelines for what we can actually do 
out at the park under recreation.” 

VanDeVen says the GRA is asking for a 
25-year extension of the lease which expires 
1991. He said the Military Board may let the 
current lease expire in 1991 so they can re- 
write some requirements in the lease that 
were part of a 1977 consent judgement. 

VanDeVen said the military board has 
been very sympathetic to the GRA’s opera- 
tions and appreciates the work the GRA has 
done at the park. 

VanDeVen said the GRA is trying to turn 
the park into a self-supporting year-round 
operation, Last fall, the county voters gave 
their approval to a .25 millage for two years 
to help keep the park open. 


Accident Victim Wins Verdict 


A Crawford County jury recently awarded 
a woman injured in a 1977 automobile acci- 
dent $35,000.00. The accident occurred at the 
intersection of M-72 and McMasters Bridge 
Road, east of Grayling. 

Treasure Perry, formerly of Lovells, was 
a passenger in a truck being driven by her 
late husband, Laverne Perry, who died from 
injuries in the accident. 

Mrs. Perry brought suit for her own in- 
juries against the owner of the other vehicle, 
Louis Mihaly, an Ohio resident. 


It was alleged that Laverne Perry ran a 
stop sign at the intersection. However, the 
driver of the Ohio vehicle failed to keep a 
proper lookout and was at fault in causing 
the accident. 


Together with interest and court costs, the 
verdict will approach $55,000.00.

Vinyl Covering Eyed 
For County Landfill 


A vinyl cover may be used to cap the old 
20-acre Crawford-Otsego landfill instead of 
a clay covering. . 

Crawford County Commissioner John 
Miller says the viny! cover will cost jess 
than a clay cover. 

The cost of a clay cover put on by a con- 
tractor is estimated at $300,000. Miller was 
checking into reducing that amount to 
$200,000 by using the landfill crew and equip- 
ment to compact the clay. 

But both estimates were based on obtain- 
ing clay for free from the DNR from a Bald 
Hill site. 


Miller recently learned it would cost 
$8,000 in engineering costs and $54,000 in ex- 
cavating labor to meet the requirements for 
clay permits. The DNR would require two 
spawning ponds iv be built where the clay is 
extracted. The rest of the area around the 
ponds wouid have to be graded, top-soil 
brought in and seeded, with a gravel road 
built to the ponds. 

Miller now is checking into covering the 
20-acre old landfill with 20-mil vinyl begin- 
ning with five acres this year. 

Miller wants to start with only five acres 
because a five-acre spot has the worst con- 
tamination and there’s enough money in the 
landfill’s checkbook to pay for five acres. 
There’s also a chance a new state bill 9940 
may pass which will help pay to clean up old 
landfills. The new bill won't reimburse 
counties for work already completed. 

The cost of the vinyl is about $31,000 for 
five acres. There’s also the cost of placing 20 
inches of dirt on top of the vinyl and four in- 
ches of top-soil. Miller figures to save some 
money by having a contractor dig trenches 


in the new landfill and use that dirt for fill 
over the vinyl. That will save the usual cost 
of 7,000 to $8,000 for digging trenches. 

As of June 17th, Miller said the landfill 
had $116,000 in accounts receivable and in 
its checking account. By covering five-acre 
chunks, he said they should be able to cover 
the entire 20 acres of the old landfill without 
any cost to taxpayers. 

Miller said it is difficult trying to take 
care of 12 to 15 years of problems all at: 
once, 

Another reason for covering five acres at 
a time, he said, is that top-filling 20 acres of 
vinyl would take a long time. If the entire 20 
acres of vinyl were laid at once, a large por- 
tion would be exposed for a long time. Miller 
said if a deer ran across the exposed viny], it 
would puncture the cover. 

Miller said a five-acre piece of vinyl will 
cost $500 to seam it to another five-acre 
piece, but figures this is cheaper than 
paying to patch holes in it. 

The monitor wells at the landfill checking 
on contamination from the old landfill are 
clearing, Miller said. 

He said the amounts never reached 
serious levels but had to be watched care- 
fully because of residences less than 2000 
feet away. 

If the vinyl cover doesn't take care of the 
contamination, the next step will probably 
be recovery wells, he said. The 12 to 20-inch 
wells pump out ground water, separate the 
good water, and boil the polluted water. The 
recovery wells cost about $50,000 a piece. 

Miller said every landfill in northern 
Michigan has problems that must be taken 
care of. He said it’s a problem that you can’t 
walk away from. 
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A national guard platoon Jeader had to 
pay $105 in fines in 83rd District Court in 
Crawford County for leading nine M-60 
tanks through a Kirtland’s warbler nesting 
area on June 17. 

None of the endangered warblers were 
found killed in the beaten path of the tanks, 
but DNR biologists said there were birds in 
the area and the disruption could have an 
undesirable effect on nesting success. 


DNR Conservation Officer Bruce Patrick, 
who arrested tank platoon leader Lt. 
Charles Holwerda, 35, of Grand Rapids, said 
it was fortunate for the birds the tanks were 
in single file.

Patrick said Holwerda was apparently 
lost when hie led the tanks between two Keep 
Out signs posted at the warbler area 8 miies 
east of Grayling near the intersection of 
North Down River Rd, and Stephan Bridge 
Rd. 

Holwerda was very apologetic about the 
mistake and paid his court fines promptly, 
Patrick said. 

Magistrate Irene Wyman, of 83rd District 
Court, said she thought it was the first ticket 
issued here for trespassing on a Kirtland’s 
warbler nesting area. 

Approximately 160 of the 432 Kirtland’s 
wartlers left in the world are found in Craw- 
ford County. (See Warbler census inside) 


Communication System Links 


Hame To Emergency Service 


The Grayling Kiwanis Club donated $800 
to Grayling Mercy Hospital to help finance 
the Communi-Call system being implement- 
ed at the hospital. Communi-Call is a device 
which can be installed in the home connect- 
ed to the telephone permitting direct contact 
with a 24-hour support center. The system is 
activated by a transmitter carried by the 
user. 

The transmitter will activate the unit up 
to 200 feet away, and two-way voice com- 
munication is possible from as far away 
from the unit as 50 feet. Trained operators 
have complete medical records and other 
information on all subscribers at their 
fingertips. The system is both an emergency 
system and a social system. Mercy Hospital 
is trying to raise $4,000 in the community to 


support the project. 

The Communi-Call units are a product of 
Health Care Technology Corporation (HC- 
TC) in Hamden, Connecticut. The units are 
used primarily by individuals who live 
alone, are handicapped, or have medical 
problems that make it difficult or im- 
possible for them to live alone. 

Units are currently available at Mercy 
Hospital. A monthly monitoring fee is the 
only charge to the user. The Hospital 
receives a statement each month from HC- 


TC in Hamden, Connecticut, of ail calls 


made by individuals on the system. 

Jim Packard, vice president of planning 
and marketing at Mercy, said several thou- 
sand of the units are in operation throughout

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THOSE CRIES of anguish arising from 
mid-Michigan these days are caused by the 
separation settlement awarded to Harold 
Abel as he packs up to leave his job as pres- 
ident of Central Michigan University in Mt. 
Pleasant. 

Dr. Abel will take with him a check for 
more than $315,000 — which isn’t too bad, 
considering he is leaving under pressure. 
Out in the real world, most of us would say 
he was fired; in academia, he is resigning. 

Hither way, the $315,000 handed to Dr. 
Abel as he walks out the door is causing a lot 
of eyebrows to be raised around the state — 
and properly so. 

THE SUM is made up of four main parts: 

—$130,685 for salary, retirement and in- 
surance for the next school year. 

— Another $121,165 for the year after that, 
on the basis that Abel is entitled to a sab- 
batical leave after 10 years on the job at 
Central. 

— Another $23,538 in retirement pay ac- 
crued during his 10 years at Central, plus 
vacation time which he has “earned” but 
not taken, 

— Another $40,000 in “transition” funds, 
so he can buy a house and other goodies 
which the university paid for as part of his 
fringe benefits when he was CMU president. 

Altogether, that adds up to $315,388. It also 
adds up to outrage, in my view. 

As if that weren’t enough, the CMU trus- 
tees also agreed to provide a luxury auto to 


Dr. Abel for his first year off the job, in- 


cluding all taxes, insurance, gasoline and 
service,..and to provide him with lifetime 
health insurance. 

WOW! That’s quite a package of goodies, 
coming from a combination of taxpayers’ 
dollars and students’ tuition payments. 

Separation settlements are not un- 
common in private industry, nor in public 
education, either. They’re commonly 
referred to as “golden parachutes,” per- 
mitting the severed employee or official to 
float into his/her new life with a modicum of 
ease. 

But Abel’s settlement hits many folks 
right between the eyes. 

IT’S NOT such a big deal, according to 
Abel. For example, the CMU trustees want- 
€d itliti leave his job while he still had a 
year to go on his contract, so they had to pay 
for that year, one way or another. In addi- 
tion, sabbatical leaves are common educa- 
tional practice, and a university president is 
first and foremost an educator, and should 
be entitled to a sabbatical leave — ie., a 
year off with pay — after 10 years on the job. 

As for accrued retirement pay and ac- 
crued vacation pay, those are his rights, as 


State jury boards will be able to call 
jurors from drivers’ license lists along 
with voter registration lists under legisla- 
tion recently approved by the state House of 
Representatives. 

The legislation is an effort to expand the 
lists of potential jurors by using drivers’ 
license and personal identification card lists 
along with the list of registered voters. 

Voter registration lists take in only about 
85 percent of the state’s adult population. 

In some cases, citizens refuse to register 
to vote or drop their registration after major 
elections, to avoid being called for jury 
duty. 

Beginning in 1986, the Department of 
State would have to provide annual drivers’ 
licenses and personal identification lists to 
county jury boards. 

The Department of State would also have 
to send similar lists to any federal, state or 
local agency needing to select jurors. 

Drivers’ license lists are already used by 
the Detroit federal district court to draw 
jury lists. Some 15 other states also use 
drivers’ license lists for jury lists. 

BILL WOULD FORBID USE OF PETS 

FOR SCIENTIFIC EXPERIMENTS 

Legislation was introduced in the state 
Senate recently to prohibit the sale of pets in 
pounds to research facilities. 

The bill, introduced by Senators Gilbert 
DiNello (D-East Detroit) and Harry 
DeMaso (R-Battle Creek), would make it a 
misdemeanor to sell or transfer animals to a 
research facility, prohibit transfer of such 
animals across state lines, and require all 
Michigan pounds and shelters to establish 
“mandatory pet neutering denosit

surance are a bit harder to understand and 


- to rationalize. 


Abel was paid $100,300 a year as 
president, which seems to be the going rate 
for university presidents around the coun- 
try. Look it up, CMU’s annual budget is 
about $100 million. 

“WE’RE TALKING ABOUT 0.33 percent 
(of the annual budget), approximately for 
someone who has been there a decade,” 
Abel said. ‘I wouldn’t disagree that it’s a lot 
of money. But I would say, Compare’ to 
what? There is nothing exceptional about 
it.”’ 

Well, compared to students who are paid 
minimum wage or less and scrounge to earn 
money to pay for tuition, it’s a lot of money. 

Compared to parents who work two jobs, 
or postpone vacations, or sacrifice in other 
ways to help their children pay tuition, it’s a 
lot of money. 

Compared to wives who take care of child- 
ren and hold outside jobs, too, and live in 
cramped student housing to help send their 
husbands through college, it’s a lot of 
money. 

Michigan undergraduates now pay $48.50 
per credit-hour in tuition at Central, up $1.50 
per hour next year. Take a calculator and 
figure out how many student tuition pay- 
ments must be assigned to cover Abel’s 
“golden parachute.” Compared to those 
student payments, it’s a lot of money. 

UNFORTUNATELY, Dr. Abel is right in 
at least one area. Such treatment of depart- 
ing educators or administrators is not all 
that exceptional. Abel’s parachute may 
have a bit more golden tint to it, but the 


‘whole concept is repeated time and again, at 


colleges and universities in Michigan and 
across the country. Again, you can look it 
up. 

The $315,388 in exit payment — in a lump 
sum, yet — to a college administrator who, 
in essence, was fired, is understandably 
galling to every Michigan taxpayer and 
every Central student who — in a very real 
sense — will have to pay for it. 

But of comparable concern is the attitude,

Abel, that he is entitled ts everything fie can 
get:

programs.” 

“It is time to bring an end to the exploit- 
ation and needless suffering of thousands of 
dogs and cats that end up in pounds. and 
shelters and then are sold to institutions for 
reseach purposes,” DiNello said. 

David Wills, executive director of the 
Michigan Humane Society, said the legisla- 
tion would prohibit animals raised as pets 
for research, but not those animals raised 
for scientific uses. 

“We believe that society has a particular 
responsibility towards those domesticated 
dogs and cats we call our pets, a duty that 
cannot be shirked because of scientific 
demands,’’ he said. 

The bills would, however, allow the use of 
pets, with existing ailments, in accredited 
veterinary technology programs at Michi- 
gan colleges. 

LEGISLATION WOULD CREATE 
HIGH SPEED RAIL CORRIDOR 

Legislation authorizing the development 
of a high speed rail line between Detroit and 
Chicago is being prepared by Representa- 
tive Raymond Murphy (D-Detroit). 

He said that in light of federal budget cuts, 
the state must take the lead in developing a 
high speed system which could boost 
tourism and spur small business develop- 
ment. 

The proposed legislation would create a 
state authority to manage and operate the 
rail line, establish an advisory council for 
high speed rail, create a tri-state high speed 
rail commission in Michigan, Indiana, and 
Illinois, set standards for awarding a rail 
franchise, and provide for the issuance of 
notes and bonds to build the project.

Corner 


Last week my mother 
went to the grocery store and 
bought five pounds of 
potatoes at a ridiculously 
high price. I suggested she 
not invest into the market 
but merely purchase the 
vegetables. i will not repeat 
her comment — it would be 
unprintable. 

Looking at those expensive 
potatoes I knew that peeling 
them would be the same as 
burying pennies out in the 
garden. After a few minutes 
of thinking I came up with 
the following: 

Diona’'s Expensive Potatoes 

About 8 med. potatoes with 
skins 

1/8 tsp sage, rubbed 

1/4 tsp basil 

1/4 tsp oregano 

1/4 tsp marjoram 

1/8 tsp rosemary, grd. 

1/4 cup melted oleo/butter 

2 tbsp each romano & par- 
mesan cheese, grated & 
mixed. 

Add herbs to melted butter 
and let set. Grease a 7 x 12 
pan. Scrub potatoes well and 
cut out bad spots. Slice the 
potatoes lengthwise 1/4” 
thick. Cover bottom of pan 
with a layer of potatoes, 1/2 
of herb butter mixture, and 
1/2 of cheese mixture. 
Repeat again. Cover with 
foil and bake at 400° for 40 
minutes or until done.

Review

I have a couple of miscel- 
laneous items that may be of 
value to some of you. 

Each year various pieces 
of equipment used to violate 
fish or game laws are confis- 
cated and condemned to the 
state. These items are 
usually sold at auction with 
the proceeds credited to the 
Game and Fish Protection 
Fund. These guns, bows, fish 
poles, spears, lights, etc. are 
auctioned at the Gaylord 
Repair Shop, 540 S. Otsego, 
Gaylord. This year, the auc- 
tion will be held on Saturday, 
September 7. More informa- 
tion is available at any DNR 
office. 

Next, I would like to com- 
ment on a piece of equip- 
ment common to many trout 
fishermen -- the creel. They 
come in a variety of shapes 
and sizes and most have a 
measuring device of sorts on 
the side. The fishermen ordi- 
narily uses this device to 
make certain his fish is legal 
size. Unfortunately, this 
measuring device is seldom 
accurate. I have seen them 
off as much as an inch or 
more. The canvas creels 
shrink, others become un- 
readable. The wise fisher- 
man will mark his rod 
with those measurements 
important to nim so he will 
know his fish are legal.

That reputation was earned 
through the intense training 
they conduct. _ 

Like everyone in the 
National Guard, they spend 
great deal of time in classes 
and briefings, learning to be 


‘better at what they do. They 


have to pay close attention 
during those sessions 
because their very lives 
depend on what they learn. 

Being airborne rangers, 
these men jump out of 
various types of aircraft. 
“We're required to make 
four jumps a year to main- 
tain our airborne _profi- 
ciency,” Capt. Robert B. 
Wangen, company com- 
mander said. ‘‘We usually 
make at least eight jumps a 
year. The more jumps we 
make the better we get.” 

One of those jumps was 
scheduled for Tuesday, June 
17, at Phelps-Collins Air 
Force Base in Alpena where 
the rangers are conducting 
their annual training. The 
jump was to be made from 
helicopters. 

Preparation was exten- 
sive. During the pre-jump 
phase, jumpmasters held 
classes in which they review- 
ed all the basic skills of jum- 
ping. They covered what the 
men were to do during their 
descent, how they were to 
land, and emergency pro- 
cedures in the event of mal- 
functions or entanglements.

They also were reminded to 
watch for such things as 
power lines, trees, and water 
which could cause a hazar- 
dous landing. 

“These things rarely hap- 
pen, but we review it before 
every jump. That way it’s 
fresh in everyone’s mind in 
case something does hap- 
pen,’’ Wangen said. 

Once the jumpmasters 
were satisfied they were 
ready, the men moved on to 
the parachute issue point. As 
soon as their gear was on, 
each person received a 
Jumpmaster Personne) In- 
spection, Each jumper was 
inspected one stitch at a time 
by the jumpmasters. 

They then moved on for 
their pre-jump _ briefing. 
Here they were told the num- 
ber and type of aircraft they 
would be jumping from and 
how many people would be 
jumping. They also were told 
what their drop speed, 
altitude, drop heading 
(direction the aircraft was 
flying) and drop zone mark- 
ings would be. At this point 
they again reviewed the key 
points of their pre-jump 
class. 

Wangen said jumpmasters 
are the key personnel in the 
jump. Though jumpmasters 
can be officers or enlisted, 
they are usually middle or 


senior NCOs (Non- 
Commissioned Officers). 
*“‘Jumpmasters are 


specially trained personnel. 
They have the responsibility 
for the safe conduct of the 
jump and the safety of all 
Army personnel on the air- 
craft. For airborne opera- 
tions, that jumpmaster, 
regardless of grade, is the 
senior person on_ board. 
Even I will take orders from 
him,”’ Wangen said. 

Due to the responsibility 
they have, the jumpmasters 
are safety conscious. ‘They 
have a couple of mottos,” 
Wangen said. ‘ ‘Don’t let 
your mistake cost the life of 
a jumper’ and ‘The sky, even 
more than the sea, is totally 
unforgiving of the slightest 
mistake.’ ”’ 

When the time arrived that 
the jump was to take place, 
weather conditions held up 
the jump. Winds on the 
ground were blowing be- 
tween eight and 36 mph, 
while altitude winds were 
gusting up to 40 mph. To be 
done safely the jump 
couldn’t be made until the 
winds dropped to at least 13 
mph. 

As they waited beside the 
runway, NCOs held _hip- 
pocket training. They once 
again discussed how to pack 
rucksacks and the correct 
way to drop with it, 

Some men that had prob- 
lems on previous drops were 
given advice on what to do if 
it happened again. 

The winds never dropped, 
so finally, after hours of 
waiting, the jump was called 
off. 

“We're scrubbing the 
mmission,” Staff Sgt. Joseph 
K. Harnish said. ‘If it was 
for real we’d go but when it’s 
just practice we don’t sacri- 
fice safety.” 

So, with disappointment 
showing, everyone turned in 
equipment, fell into forma- 
tion, and marched back to 
the barracks. There would

To The Editor: 

1 am writing because I am 
concerned about the future 
of the AuSable River system. 

I have returned to 
Grayling after being out of 
this country for nine years, 
and I came back specifically 
to go trout fishing. I have 
worked as an engineering 
consultant on construction 
projects in several countries 
in the near and far east. In 
the countries I have worked 
in, I made it a point to try 
and find trout fishing — this 
is what I have found even. 
where there is a cold water 


fishery: 
No government control, no 
conservation department 


nor conservation officers; 
sewage being dumped in 
streams; plastic bags and 
cans everywhere; mud from 
overcut forests filling the 
rivers. 

1 state this as background 
for my rediscovery of my 
home state and the ‘holy 
water’’ of the AuSable. 

After reading many arti- 
cles on the controversy over 
kill and no-kill regulations on 
this stretch of river, and 
talking to fishermen on both 
sides of the issue, I'd like to 
bring up these points. I have 
been fishing the South Bran- 
ch, including the no-kill sec- 
tion, also the North Branch, 
the holy water of the Main 
Stream, and the bait-fishing

section above Burton’s 

Landing. I fish most days 

almost 16 hours a day trying 

to get in as much as I can 
while I am here. Since May 
3ist, I have fished every day 
and night and have caught 
300-400 fish and released 
them. Just think what would 
have happened to the fish 
population if I killed my 
limit every day! The fun is 
catching the fish, not killing 
the fish. 

The first thing I noticed is 
the much larger than 
average brook trout in the 
no-kill section of the South 
Branch as compared to any 
other part of the AuSable 
streams. It takes 3 years for 
a no-kill regulation to have 
an effect on a river. I have 
released many large brook 
trout on the South Branch, 
the biggest 18 inches just last 
week! When is the last time 
you have seen brook trout on 
the AuSable system that 
big? Moreover, this is only 
after 2 years of no-kill. This 
year I have seen many more 
fishermen in the no-kill sec- 
tion compared to all other 
sections combined. 

Mr. Andrus says in his let- 
ter of 6/20/85 that few people 
are using the South Branch 
no-kill, yet I’ve driven down 
the trails looking for a place 
to park because all the pull 
overs are full of ears. I come 
back every day because it’s 
the best fishing in the 
system. I’ve fished the main 
stream many days and have 
found that it’s not the same 
river it was 9 years ago. I 
have talked to people in the 
camps along the main 
stream, and they are tired of 
catching 8-12 inch fish. They 
want the opportunity to cat- 
ch larger fish even if they 
have to release them. 

I’ve read the reports on the 
slotted size limit. We have 
lost 47% of trout larger than 
12 inches in 4 years. How can 
you justify keeping the 
regulations the same? DNR 
figures show that 73% of 
fishermen on the main 
stream release all 8-12 inch 
fish. The fishing could be 
much better if given a chan- 
ce. I have met fishermen 
from 12 states and 3 coun- 
tries who have come to the 
AuSable to fish and in some 
cases it was their first trip, 
coming from what they’ve 
read and heard. They ask me 
where are the no-kill sec- 
tions. 

This is a national resource 
here in Crawford County 
utilized by people from all 
over the world. I would like 
to compliment the people of 
Michigan and the govern- 
ment regulators on the vast 
improvement in the appear- 
ance of the rivers access 
roads and parks due to the 
bottle bill! I’m seeing this 
with new eyes, and after 
being away for so long, it’s 
evident we are reaping the 
benefits now and so will 
future generations. Another 
benefit I see is the move- 
ment of the camp sites away 
from the banks of the 
streams combined with 
planting the banks and im- 
proving the walkways. 

I’m looking forward to 
returning to the beautiful 
AuSable hoping that I'l 
come back to a much better 
AuSable - only possible if the 
no-kill regulations are ac- 
cepted and enacted. 

Please consider my hum- 
ble opinions on this most 
urgent matter.

Operation HEMP 
The Michigan State Police 
have announced plans for a 


_ unified effort with law enfor- 


cement agencies statewide 
to eliminate marijuana 
planting in Michigan. Col. 
Gerald LL. Hough, depart- 
ment director, said the 
‘department has received a 
$35,000 grant from the 
federal Drug Enforcement 
Agency (DEA) to continue 
the Operation HEMP (Help 
Eliminate Marijuana Plant- 
ing) program introduced 
last year. 

Only 13 other states seized 
more cultivated marijuana 
than Michigan in 1984 
according to Robert 
DeFauw, DEA Special Agent 
‘in charge. Statistics report- 
ed show that 86,710 mari- 
juana plants in 228 plots with 
‘a cash value of nearly $87 
million were burned or plow- 
ed under in Michigan last 


‘year. 


D/F/Lt. Roy Vernier, pro- 
gram coordinator, explained 
that all police agencies in the 
State are being notified of the 
1985 implementation of 
Operation HEMP and are 


being encouraged to work: 


with State Police in a cooper- 
‘ative effort to combat the 
‘cultivation of marijuana. 

* ‘The program has a 
fold purpose - to offset a 
growing criminal enterprise 
‘in the state, remove the 
‘profit from such activity 
‘thereby discouraging others 
‘from becoming involved, 
‘and to alert an apathetic 


‘public to the dangers of. 


marijuana use. 

The public is being asked 
to assist in this all-out eftort 
by reporting any suspected 
‘marijuana planting. A toll- 
‘free _— hotline (1-800-235 
HEMP) is provided for this 
purpose. 

Hough explained that 
‘Michigan has become in- 
creasingly popular for the 
‘growing and harvesting of 
‘this crop. Not only is this 
activity illegal, but research 
has shown that marijuana 
usage can have ‘serious ef- 
fects on perception and skill- 
ed performance and can in- 
terfere with many aspects of 
mental and physical func- 
tions.

the country. “The program has been very 
successful in providing what you might call 
a live-in companion for the users,’’ he add- 
ed, 

Health Care Technology Corporation 
classifies the systern as both an emergency 
and non-emergency system. Users are en- 
couraged to use the system as often as they 
wish for just social visits. Jim Riffle, 
marketing representative for HCTC, said 
users of the system generally make several 
calls the first month or two they are on the 
program. ‘‘Using the unit familiarizes the 
user with its operation and builds their con- 
fidence in the system,’ he said. Ad- 
ditionally, it provides them with a com- 
panion to talk to occasionally when they are 
lonely, or feeling anxious about their con- 
finement. Mr. Riffle said users average 13 
calls per month, once they have settled into 
the program. 

AS an emergency system, the units 
provide security for the individual. Help is 
just a push of the buttom away. Operators at 
HCTC are trained to handle emergency 


call comes in, the operator tries to establish 
voice contact, if this is not possible, the 
operator notifies the local emergency ser- 
vices in the area i.e., fire, police, am- 
bulance, or contacts a nearby friend or 
relative. 

In an emergency, the operator stays on 
the line to calm the person while help is on 
the way. The operator is there to help ans- 
wer questions when emergency personnel 
arrive. Also, they alert Mercy Hospital that 
a Communi-Call patient is enroute to the 
hospital. The hospital is then prepared with 
the patient’s medical history when he or she 
arrives, saving precious time in treatment. 

Mercy Hospital is very excited about the 
program. ‘‘We live in an area of Michigan 
with a high percentage of elderly and 
homebound individuals. Our goal has been 
to develop services and programs designed 
to help this segment of our population.
